Sir Thomas Shaughnessy's Pos- 
ition--- Unexpected 
Disclosures. 



With the examination of u largo num- 
ber of civil service witnesses and tho 
production of certain very material cor- 
respondence between tho Chief Com- 
missioner and Mr. George MeL. Brown, 
yesterday proved a busy one for the Co- 
lumbia & Western investigation commit- 
tee, which body now realizes that it will 
take fully another week to complete the 
taking of evidence and the preparation 
of its report. In view ot this fact, the 
Premier has decided to further adjourn 
the sittings of the legislature on Monday 
until that day week. By that time Sir 
Thomas Shaughnessy may or may not 
present himself for examination as a 
witness, having expressed his willing- 
ness and desire to go on the stand, but 
asserting his inability to get here before- 
next Thursday, which I he committee re- 
garded as the latest date to which it 
would be justified in postponing his ex- 
amination. Several extremely important 
points developed in the testimony taken 
yesterday — notably with respect to tho 
attitude of CJeorge MeL. Brown toward 
civil service work, and the committee 
felt it proper to summon one of tho offi- 
cials in each department and swear him 
to produce all correspondence bearing 
u[K>n the subject matter of inquiry, this 
being the result of a suggestion by Mr. 
McNeill, the Chief Commissioner's pri- 
vate secretary, that that minister had 
discriminated between correspondence 
that should and correspondence that 
should not be laid before tho committee. 

Deputy Attorney-General McLean was 
examined by Mr. Duff. Llo said that 
two stenographers were employed in the 
Attorney-General's department — Mr. 
Bass and Miss Bnrrett. Semi-confiden- 
tial correspondence would probably be 
handled by Mr. Bass. With respect to 
hill 8" of 390:2, witness said that ho be- 
lieved ho had received the draft from 
either Mr. Brown or Mr. McNeill, and 
from t liia draft had had the bill prepar- 
ed. He believed he had shown the bill 
to Mr. Wells before preparing the 
transmitting message. So far as his re- 
collection was concerned, the bill came 
to him in virtually tho form that it 
was presented. Ho had noticed tho con- 
tents of tho bill, but had not been asked 
for, or given any advice concerning it. 
He had looked for the original draft, but 
could not find it. The open privilego 
for selection in this bill seemed rather 
broader than usual, such bills generally 
restricting to a certain contiguous area. 
The situation in the old bill rested in 
the Lieutenant - Governor - in - Council, 
whereas in this bill it was vested in the 
company without any restriction. 

If his attention had been directed to 
this variation from the conditions of the 
old act, would he have varied this sec- 
tion without direction, the witness was 
asked. The reply was that the bill was 
a substantive one, and iie had without 
giving it .special attention, assumed that 
tho draft expressed the settled intention 
of the government. He believed that 
Mr. Brown had asked once or twice if 
the bill had been printed; it was kept 
back some time by pressure of ollleo 
business. He could not remember hav- 
ing any special instructions respecting 
the bill"; either Mr. Brown or Mr. Mc- 
Neill had brought the draft to his office, 
with •the instruction that it was to be 
introduced as a government measure, 
and to get it printed. He had not 
thought it necessary to consult the At- 
torney-General as the bill would have to 
come before the government in executive 
before going to the House. Witness held 
that he did not exceed his duty in taking 
this bill from a gentleman in Mr. 
Brown's position without direction of 
his department chief: In? had known that 
the bill was to go before the government. 
Ho had shown the bill to Hon. Mr. 
Wells before requesting the Provincial 
Secretary's office to prepare .the trans- 
mitting order-in-couneil. lie had not 
considered it necessary to consult the 
Attorney -General, and had not done so. 
1 1 was" only a question with him of 
showing the Chief Commissioner the bill 
in typewritten, or in printed form. He 
had' shown the bill to the t 'liief Com- 
missioner, and bad been told by him to 
go ahead and have the message prepar- 
ed I., bring the bill before the govern- 
ment in the usual way. His directions, 
if the term could be used, came from 
the Chief Commissioner. 

Witness had no recollection of a bill 
prepareil for presentation to the House 
in 1901, on similar lilies to this bill— 
this bill having been spoken of by Mr. 
Wells as transmitted by message, but 
never introduced. There should lie an 
order-in-council in such event, with the 
draft bill attached. 

To Mr. McPhillips, Mr. McLean said 
that be certainly bad made no change in 
any essential feature of the bill from 
the draft given him. After sending the 
bill to the Provincial Secretary's office, 
he had no recollection of it coming into 
his hands again. No question as to tho 
legal frame or contents of this bill was 
ever asked of witness— as for instance is 
to whether it enlarged the scope of tho 
original bill. The procedure in this caso 
was quite usual. Such subsidy bills

were commonly prepared by the solici- 
tors of tho interested companies. As to 
the enlargement of power in tho mat- 
ter of selections— he would not regard 
it as any of his business to note such a 
departure, in terms, as that would be a 
matter for government decision. Ho 
was not asked to compare the amending 
act with the original act, and give any 
opinion as to enlargement of powers. 
As to tho bill of May 11, 1901, tho last 
day of the session, which was not intro- 
duced, ho could not speak. This bill 
itself (produced) showed that while the 
company was secured in its subsidy 
rights for section -1, regardless of non- 
construction of sections 5 and (i, there 
was no variation of the original pro- 
visions of selection. No one familiar 
with conditions could have drawn bill 
87 without the intention of enlarging 
the company's powers in selection. Tho 
obvious intention of bill 87 was to ex- 
tend the scope of the company's powers, 
as well as to confirm its subsidy rights. 
To Mr. ITehneken the witness said that 
he bad never been asked to "settle" the 
bill. He had made.no material altera- 
tions from tho draft bill. 

.Mr. McNeill being recalled, was asked 
to idi ntify certain correspondence pass- 
ing between Mr. Brown and Mr. Wells.

the exception of the delivery to the com- 
pany of the executed crown grants for two 
of Cre blocks of land included in tho sot- 
turnout. Under tho circumstances In con- 
oentlng to submit this new proposal to 
my cflilof I do so (as 1 have already ad- 
vised you verbally) distinctly without pre- 
judice to tho company's right to the grants 
for the two .blocks above referred to. 

I beg further to advise you that I in- 
tend at tho earliest opportunity to explain 
tHifei position to the full cabinet, and to 
lids end have requested the Hon. UM 
Premier to accord mo a 'hearing. The pres- 
ident of tare company may .bo able to ap- 
preciate your contention In conversation 
with mo on the 10th Inst., fclint political 
expediency necessitated the government a 
■pret-ent action In this matter, but frankly I 
<amiot, particularly in view of your as- 
surances to me, also of 10th Inst., tfhat you 
would see that these two blocks for which 
grants (have already Issued but not deliv- 
ered, would go to the company In settle- 
ment of the subsidy In respect of the ifourtii 
section. 

In closing I would call your nttentlon 
to the fact that you have not yet officially 
iH/tlflcd the company of the revocation of 
ta» Order-ln-C'ouncll (copy of which was 
sent to the company) directing Hint tlie 
grants for these two Mocks should Issue 
and be delivered to the company, and but 
for your verbal advice, of tbo llltli Inst., 
that such action haC'&een taken by Uie 
government on Hie previous day without 
notice of any kind or description to tttno 
compnnv. I would be Inclined to believe 
that my protests were somewhat prema- 
ture.

Ottawa. May 8.— Hon. David Mills 
died suddenly tonight at bis home on 
Concession street. He was apparently 
in good health up to 10 o'clock, and was 
taken with a sudden turn of illness, and 
died within tivcminutes, from heart fail- 
ure, before medical assistance could be 
obtained. 

The Honorable Judge and ex-'Minister 
of Justice expired tit 10:110. llo had 
sat on the Supreme Court bench this 
afternoon; thin evening, while sitting 
with his family, ho was taken suddenly 
ill, and expired before a physician could 
reach his side. The bursting o£ a blood 
vessel is mentioned in some reports as 
the cause of death. 

Hon. David Mills, statesman, was de- 
scended from Puritan and U. K. Loyalist 
ancestors, and was torn In the township of 
Oi-rord, Kent. Out. (whlfher his father, the 
late Nathaniel Mills, had come from Nova 
Scotia, 1817). March 18, 1831. Educated at 
tlie local schools and at the University of 
Michigan (LL.It., ISoo), lie began life as a 
school teacher. Subsequently, lie was ap- 
pointed superintendent of schools for the 
(3ouuty of Kent, nn office lie continued to 
till up to ISOo. Two years afterwards tfe 
was returned for Uotuwoll to the House of 
Commons, and held a seat In that body 
ifrom the commencement of the tlrst parlia- 
ment 1807, In the general election 1S.S2, 
when he was Improperly deprived of his 
seat (vide judgment of the Supremo Court 
ot Canada.) for a session, but was seated 
by the court, and continued to represent 
Hie constituency up to the general election 
1800, when the was defeated by tho Con- 
servative candidate, Jos. Clancy. (Vote: 
Clancy, 2,587; Mills. 2,528). Mr. Mills was 
called to the bar, 1SS3, and followed tlie 
practice of Lis profession In London. He 
was for some time a member of the firm 
of Parke & Purdom, hut more recently Hias 
practised in partnership with his son. He 
He was created a Q. C. by the Ontario gov- 
ernment In 1800, and was recommended to 
the Earl of Aberdeen for a similar distinc- 
tion by the Tapper administration In 1S0G. 
He was employed by the Ontario govern- 
ment to define the northwest boundary of 
the province in 1872, and his professional 
Nervlces were retained In conducting tlhc 
argument on this subject before the Im- 
perial Privy Council. 1884. Ho was also 
retained by the Ontnrlo government In the 
Court of Appeals and lu the Supreme Court 
In tlie question of the Indian titles, and 
also in the caso as to the appointment of 
Queen's Council. The author of several 
brochures on pol'tlcul subjects. Mr. Mills 
has likewise written esxtenslvoly on public 
questions for the magazines and newspa- 
pers, oud he was for five years subsequent 
to 1SS2, editor-in-chief of the London Ad- 
vertiser. Mauj- beautlfu! poetical pieces 
have also emanated from Oils pen. He was 
elected a member of tlu.' Council of Public 
Instruction of Ontario, representing t'he 
S<8iool Inspectors ln that body) In 187o, and 
on n now faculty of law being established 
In the University of Toronto in 1SS8. was 
chosen to fill ttic chair of Constitutional 
and international Law therein, a position 
ho retained till his death. In 1S07 ho was 
also chosen as Examiner In Constitutional 
Law 'in the same university. He was elect- 
ed president of the Star Loan Go., 1S00, 
and president of tho Northern Life Assur- 
ance Co., 1800 During the existence of 
the Macdonald government he held thn 
office of Minister of the Interior In It, from 
October, 1870 till the resignation of the 
Cabinet. October. 187S. He was called to 
tlie Senate by Lord Aberdeen, November, 
1600, and on November 12, 1807, entered the 
Lturler Cabinet as Minister of Justice, 
succeeding Sir Oliver Mowat in that office. 
Politically he was an advanced Liberal. As 
n prirnte member, lie moved, In (March, 
1S05. for the reconstruction of tin- Senate.

Montreal, May S.— The Star's London 
cable says: "At the dinner of the Can- 
ada Club last night, at which Sir Gii- 
berl Parker presided, he road extracts 
of a letter from Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
which clearly foreshadowed the Cana- 
dian government's altitude towards the 
British government's renewed appeals 
for colonial recognition of the claim of 
the navy upon the whole of the Empire. 
Sir Wilfrid, in his letter, emphasized the 
marvelous pace of Canada's development 
in all directions, and athled: ' 'How 
much we still have to do! All these new 
territories in the West must be accom- 
modated with railways, and other public 
works, which means the expenditure of 
hundreds of millions of dollars. An aver- 
ngo Englishman does not realize this, 
though 1 expect it is just dawning on 
him.' 

"The extracts from the letter stopped 
here ; but nverage men who reads 
extract m today's paper will draw the 
moral that Canada has too much else 
to do -with her money to comply with 
tho British suggestions. 

"Hon. Clifford Sifton, speaking sub- 
sequently, said the result of the position 
which Sir Wilfrid Limner's letter des- 
cribed, was that Canada must strain 
every nerve during the next ten or fifteen 
years in internal development, and in 
building up n community which would 
ho a tower of strength to tho Empire. 

"Lord William Seymour, in his speech, 
referred to the rumors of differences be- 
tween Earl llundonuld and the Cana- 
dian government, and said that Lord 
Dundonald personally assured him before 
ho wont to Canada that ho was per- 
fectly aware of his exact position under 
the Canadian government, and was re- 
solved to occupy that position, and fio 
other."

Leader of the Longshoremen's 
Strike Says Trouble Has 
Only Commenced. 



Grain Blockade is Threatened- 
Militia Now on Double 
Pay. 



Montreal, May S.— O'Neill, loader of 
the longshoremen's strike, says that in- 
stead of tlie strike being about ended, it 
is only beginning, and that the men are 
determined to hold out for the recog- 
nition of their union. A grain block- 
ado is threatened owing to the strike. 
Tho elevators are full and the barges 
are waiting to transfer the grain to 
ocean liners, but this cannot be done 
while tho strike continues. The situa- 
tion in this respect is becoming most ser- 
ious. 

Sir William Mulock, postmaster-gen- 
eral, and Hon. Raymond Prefontaine, 
minister of marine and fisheries, repre- 
senting the Dominion government, met 
representatives of the shipping interests, 
longshoremen, curtago agents nnd team- 
sters tliis morning to endeavor to bring 
about n settlement of the strike, but 
no agreement has yet been readied. 

There is said to be division amongst 
the strikers, rank and lile, to some ex- 
tent, favoring acceptance of shipping 
companies terms, but the lenders insist 
on a preference being given union men. 
which the steamship representatives 
again today refused to agree to The 
militia on duty have been notified that 
pay will be doubled as long as the strike 
lasts. 

Ottawa, May 8.— In the House to- 
dav the Montreal strike was discussed, 
and tho Premier promised a statement 
after the negotiations are concluded. 

Toronto, May S— The News' Londoa 
cable says: "The British shipping fed- 
eration is considering a scheme of send- 
ing .'5,000 laborers to Montreal. Tho 
only cause of delay is that certain ship 
owners are reluctant to agree to it, hop- 
ing that a settlement of tho strike will 
soon take place. If the strike is not 
soon settled, the biggest single going of 
men that over left England will sail for 
Montreal. There is no trouble to get 
men here, as but only a fraction of them 
belong to the Dockers' Unions. 

Ottawa, May 8.— The Canada-Atlantic 
Railway has declined the offer of the 
Minister of Labor to arbitrate tho dif- 
ficulties between the company and the 
striking trackmen.

Russia Reported to Be Making 
Extensive Warlike 
Preparations. 



Pekin, IMay S.— The Kussiand, it is 
announced, have reoccupiod Newchwaug 
•with u largo force, and have also put 
garrisons in the forts at the mouth of, 
tho Liao river. They are further re- 
ported to bo making extensive warlike 
preparations. 

The Russians are reported to be con- 
structing forts on the' hills near Lino 
lung, commanding tho road between 
there and tho Yalu river, and they have 
arranged to have a large quantity oe 
provisions delivered at Newchwang. A 
despatch from an oilicinl at Newchwang 
says indications point strongly to these 
active preparations being intended to 
forefend operations against the Russians 
in Manchuria. 

Tho news of Russian activity which 
comes from a most trustworthy source 
at Newchwang, adds that on their re- 
turn to Newchwang, the Russian troops 
brought with them several largo guns. 

A large force has been ordered to re- 
occupy Tion-schwaiig Tai. The Rus- 
sions have 14,000 troops between tho 
mouth of tho Lio river and Port Ar- 
thur. 

[London, May S.— Tlie announcement 
from Pekin that the Russians have re- 
occupied Newchwang must not be un- 
derstood as implying that they ever ful- 
ly evacuated the place. The news is 
taken to mean that the town has been 
re-occupied by the force, the withdraw- 
al of which was announced in April, 
when the Russians snid that all the 
troops except the men necessary for the 
police guard had been removed. 

Tho Chinese ambassador here, in an 
interview, is quoted as saying that he 
has not received official confirmation of 
the Russian movement at Newchwang. 
If true, he added, it means that Russia 
will eventually occupy the whole prov- 
ince, and, although China is not pre- 
pared for war, she probably will resent 
any attempt to do this. 

•Washington, May S.-Tho State de- 
partment has received official confirma- 
tion from its agents in China of tho in- 
crease of the Russian garrison in New- 
chwang, Manchuria, and there is reas- 
on to believe, if President Roosevelt ap- 
proves, that it is proposed to take vigor- 
ous 6tops iu tho matter. Secretary Hay 
is in communication with the President 
in California, and upon the latter's de- 
cision the Secretary's course will de- 
pend. It is stated that the department 
has had its patience tried by the course 
of events in 'Manchuria, and that it now; 
contemplates a more radical step than 
any which has heretofore marked the ne- 
gotiations between tho powers on this 
subject. 'Tlie proposed step contem- 
plates joint notion by Japan, England 
and the United States Preceding nego- 
tiations have been hampered by the in- 
ability of the United iStates to act joint- 
ly with other nations without violating 
its traditions, but it is now hinted that 
some plan of co-operation with England 
and Japan may bo devised which will 
havo tho effect of convincing tho Rus- 
sian government of the united determin- 
ation of the three nations to insist upon 
Russia's evacuation of Manchuria, 
whilo not actually committing the Unit- 
ed States to a formal alliance. 

This programme is subject to tho ap- 
proval of the President. \ If it is not 
looked upon with favor by him, the 
State department may fall back upon 
its former method of individual repre- 
sentation to Russia, and ask another ex- 
planation of the happenings in Man- 
churia. 

Under the 'Russian representations to 
the powers, tho troops were to have boon 
withdrawn from Newchwang just one 
month ago today. It is understood as 
a matter of fact that some portion of 
the Russian force was withdrawn from 
the barracks in the city to tents out- 
side. It is presumed from advices that 
those troops have now returned to their 
quarters. However, it is pointed out 
that Russia employed a saving clause 
in the promise to withdraw from Man- 
churia, tlie language being, "provided, 
however, that the action of other pow- 
ers shall not stand in the way." 

Russia, it is understood, now claims 
this proviso was violated by Japan when 
she mobilized her fleet and otherwise 
showed signs of military preparations, 
which were construed as a menace to 
'Russia. Accompanying the news of tho 
re-occupation of Newchwang comes a 
warning from United States agents in 
China that the Russian attitude is in- 
juring the chances of the treaty which 
United Stales Minister Conger and Con- 
sul-General Goodnow have boon nego- 
tiating with China, involving tho open- 
ing to America n trade of the porta of 
Takushau and iMoukden, in Manchuria, 
the latest advices are that the treaty 
already is practically lost, owing to 
Russian opposition. This fact is con- 
strued to leave the United States gov- 
ernment a direct interest iu what is 
happening du Munchuria. 

Sir Michael Herbert, the British am- 
bassador, and Baron 'Sternberg, the 
German minister, both called at the 
State department today. It is believed 
their visits were in come degree con- 
nected with tho Manchurian situation. 

(London, IMay 8.— /The Russian pro- 
ceedings at Newchwang are attributed 
here to China's refusal to comply with 
tho demand which Russia recently, sub- 
mitted. 

Yokohama, May 8.— There ore persist- 
ent reports iu circulation regarding tho 
movements of Russian troops along tho 
Yalu river. Detachments have entered 
Korea, ostensibly to protect the Russian 
timber concessionaries, and a large body 
of Russian troops is reported to be ap- 
proaching Wiju, Korea. 

The Japanese government is protest- 
ing against these actions.

THE BIG THREE. 

Los Angeles, Cala.. .May 8.— The at- 
tention of President Roosevelt was called 
today to a despatch from Washington 
stating that United States Secretary of 
State Hay was in communication with 
him regarding the increase of the Rus- 
sian garrison at Newchwang, Man- 
churia.

HOME INDUSTRY. 



The Chamber of Commerce is making 
n most laudable effort to awaken interest 
in home industry and manufactures. Not 
the least profitable of its ideas is that 
of having the school children view the 
various manufacturing processes carried 
on in the city. It is astonishing tlte 
ignorance of people as to the mechanical 
processes by which tho most ordinary 
articles of use aro produced. If it were 
not that custom stales our wonder, the re- 
sults, and the small cost at which they are 
achieved, would seem miraculous. There 
is a tendency upon the part of children 
and grown people too, to regard indus- 
trial processes as beyond the range of 
their intelligence or participation. Exami- 
nation of tho simplicity of mechanical 
process by which tho apparent com- 
plexity of result is achieved, is educative- 
ly most valuable. To enable a child's 
mind to take a grasp of some manufac- 
turing process from beginning to end, 
is as highly educative as to teach the 
child the construction of a Latin sen- 
tence. Not only is it quite as educa- 
tive, but it is likely to aid ia determin- 
ing the bent of the child's energies, and 
while we would l>c tho last to derogate 
from the advantages of polite learning, 
too large a percentage of children are 
trained along certain conventional lines 
which can only make of them clerks, 
teachers, or members of what are erron- 
eously tailed, the learned professions, 
and too small a percentage to be me- 
chanics and manufacturers. A clerk with 
the possible prizes of the professions, or 
an educated mechanic with the possible 
prizes of manufacturing industry— is the 
foraier so infinitely better than the lat- 
ter, that our educative system should 
be so largely determined in its direc- 
tion'.' A very common error about tho 
manufactures of a city is that they cen- 
tre there by a process of natural selec- 
tion. We do not mean to say that cer- 
tain localities are not better suited for 
certain industries than other localities. 
But it does not follow from that, that 
a city would have the same industries 
in different peoples' hands from those 
who now direct them, if these people had 
. not been available. That is directly and 
specifically untrue. Particular indus- 
tries have a tendency to grow and in- 
crease automatically in a particular lo- 
cality once established, but the nucleus 
round which they grow, is originally 
planted by individual preference and ini- 
tiative. We have in mind a case of an 
industry established in a particular lo- 
cality, the most suitable before modern 
conditions were introduced, which be- 
came by no nwnns the most naturally 
suitable with the introduction of rail- 
ways ar»d modern inventions. Yet it con- 
tinued to grow and attract subsidiary 
industries, until it dominated the whole 
lucidity and made its own conditions. 
Tha fixed capital was there, and the me- 
chanical skill was there, and the reputa- 
tion in the market belonged to those 
who could not move their fixed capital. 
These tilings were stronger than what 
are called natural conditions. Therefore | 
never despise the man who fosiuiw an 
industry on however small a scale, and 
equally, never despise any effort to in- 
terest the rising generation in local in- 
dustrial activities and possibilities. If 
there is an advantage to the children, 
and to the community in this movement 
of the Chamber of Commerce, it is by 
no means confined i<i them. The manu- 
facturers receive a very considerable ad- 
vertisement, and nowadays the manu- 
facturer needs to advertise his products 
just as much as the jobber or retailer. 
If he does not, he will find the wares of 
;i competing manufacturer advertised 
through local retail dealers, but at tho 
expense of the -outside manufacturer. 
Manufacturers, particularly those who 
wish to cute;- a neutral, or compete in 
a rival market, are not content to get 
tho retailers to put their goods in stock. 
They assist the retailer to sell them by 
copious advertising. Then the local 
manufacturer wonders how it is that his 
market is being cut into. He should 
not wonder, he should go and do like- 
wise. However that is not the point we 
started out to make. We wanted to 
show that manufacturers who throw 
their factories open to these domiciliary 
visits under the auspices of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, receive thereby a 
unique and valuable advertisement, and 
they need advertising as much as any 
other line of business.

Whatever the potentiaflties of that part 
of the country may be, the main objec- 
tive of tho Grand Trunk was not to de- 
velop it, but to get through it, and par- 
ticipate in the wheat trade of Manitoba 
and the Northwest Territories. Such a 
road as the Grand Trunk projected would 
undoubtedly have been of great value 
to Canada, but it could not bo consid- 
ered as a national highway in any sense 
of the word. The Grank Trunk railway 
system is simply a vast semicircle of 
which one end rests at Chicago and tho 
other at Portland, Maine. Its desire to 
get West was due to a somewhat be- 
lated recognition of the policy of going 
after freight from its point of origin, 
wh'jeh the developments of its competi- 
tors had rendered necessary. It pro- 
posed to send an offshoot of its Kemi- 
circular system West from the point of 
its most northerly radius, for the pur- 
pose of drawing traffic into that system, 
as it already existed. It is quite ob- 
vious .that although this constituted a 
railway enterprise of great magnitude, 
there was nothing in it for the people of 
Canada to get unduly excited nbout, 
and still less for them to strain tho 
national purse to assist it. In the East, 
the Grand Trunk Pacific met with the 
irreconcileable opposition of Quebec and 
the Maritime Provinces, and in tho 
West it came into conflict with the Cana- 
dian Northern system. This latter sys- 
tem is one developed by purely Cana- 
dian initiative, under purely Canadian 
auspices. A short segment of it runs 
through tho state of Minnesotn, it is 
true, but it takes its freight from a 
Canadian farm to a Canadian port 
through intermediate points in Canada. 
So far as Manitoba and the Northwest 
Territories are concerned, tho interests 
of the Canadian Northern are in little 
danger of sacrifice to the belated ambi- 
tion of the Grand Trunk. An important 
change has now apparently been made 
in the Grand Trunk Pacific scheme. In- 
stead of joining tin' Grand Trunk sys- 
tem at North Bay, it is to swing north 
anil head directly through the northern 
part of the province to the city of Que- 
bec. This entirely alters the complexion 
of the scheme, adding enormously to 
the unproductive mileage of the railway, 
and it certainly greatly advances tho 
claim of tho company for government 
assistance. It places the scheme within 
the range of government assistance, lie- 
cause the government could not reason- 
uhh assist a railway to secure a share 
in traffic already developed by assisted 
roads, even if construction through a 
thousand miles of barren territory were 
necessary to enable it to enter the com- 
petitive field. Government assistance 
means railway monopoly, and railway 
monopoly is. economically considered, a 
good thing. That is to say there is no 
sense in building two lines of railway play 
when' one is enough. The benefits of 
competition at a double capital cost, and 
a double cost of maintenance and opera- 
tion are too dearly bought. Railways 
are only entitled to assistance from the 
people in so far as they develop new 
territory. Bnt if by assisting railways 
the people help to establish monopolies, 
they should certainly see to it that in 
return they retain power to prevent 
them from becoming oppressive, Hence 
the importance of the governmental con- 
trol of railway rates. All Canada's 
railway troubles have been duo to the 
imperfect recognition of the fact that 
while railway monopoly limited by the 
control of rates i-; an effectual safe- 
guard, railway competition is an entirely 
ineffectual safeguard. The Grand Trunk 
Pacific, although it has abandoned the 
position of incorporating its Western 
trade in the present Grand Trunk sys- 
tem, has still to face the question of its 
Atlantic terminal, and the rooted ob- 
jection of the people of Canada to sub- 
sidizing a railway to pour traffic into 
Portland, Maine. To the settlement of 
these difficult and vexed questions the

THE GRAND TRUNK PACIFIC. 

It is quite evident that the Grand 
Trunk Pacific scheme has already under- 
gone important modifications, and that 
in spite of these modifications, its gen- 
eral features are not satisfactory to 
many people, particularly in the Mari- 
time Provinces. Originally, the scheme 
simply contemplated it Westerly exten- 
sion of the present Grand Trunk system 
from North Bay. The Crank Trunk 
owns a line running from Toronto to 
North Bay, which is the most northwest- 
erly point on its system in Canada. It 
very naturally desired to get an entrance 
into Manitoba and the Northwest, and 
eventually an extension to the Pacific. 
It could not get that entrance from tho 
south, so it' contemplated bridging the 
one thousand miles of unpopulated coun- 
try lying between the Georgian Bay and 
Manitoba, or perhaps we should say a 
point further north on the same parallel 



Hons js postponed. So far as British 
Columbia is concerned, the question of 
a second transcontinental railway is 
temporarily in abeyance. The appear- 
ance of the Grand Trunk Pacific on the 
scene set the Canadian Northern to de- 
fending what it had. rather than break- 
ing new ground. The Eastern and 
.Northwestern phases of the question 
must be settled before its Pacific phase 
i.- ripe. This complication is a result 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific scheme, 
whose immediate effects we may regret, 
but whose ultimate effects are bound to 
be most beneficial to tlie province of 
British Columbia.

Conditions at Island Min- 
ing Camp. 

Made Close Inspection of the 
Town, Buildings and Mine 
Equipment. 



Took Evidence of Men o 
Question of Removing Resi- 
dence to Ladysmith 



Laulysniith, May 8.— (Special)— It -was 
drizzling Tain this morning when the 
labor commissioners boarded the special 
traLn -which had been placed at their 
eervico by the B. & N. Ry. Co. to con- 
vey them to Extension. Chief Justic* 
IHuutcr and the Rev. Dr. EUiott S. 
Kowo were accompanied by Mr. Mac- 
kenzie King, deputy minister of labor, 
and socretary of the commission, and 
liis secretary, Mr. Giddens, Mr. E. v . 
[Bodwell, K. 0.. and Mr. ,1/uston, coun- 
sel for the Wellington Colliery Co., Mr. 
Wilson, K. 0., counsel for the miners, 
and somo twenty other persons, includ- 
ing a few officials of the company, Mr 
Baker of the Western Federation, and 
tsomo union officers. The commissioners 
made a searching inspection of the de- 
serted town and buildings, and especial- 
ly examined the weighing arrangements 
and coal hoxrs with a level capacity of 
10 cwt. The atmosphere was net cheer- 
ing, and the face of nearly every resi- 
dent witness examined bore the sallow 
hue of evident ill-health. After the in- 
spection a session was held in the 
[Knights of Pythias Hall, later used a:) 
a schoolroom. 

The first witness to take the stand 
■was Mr. Bramley, who was examined 
by tho commissioners. Ho said ho had 
lived there since 1S84. Ho had abo.it 
that date bought 20O acres from the E 
& N. Ry. Co.. for $1 an acre. He had 
sold about l(i lots for $100 each, ex- 
cept one corner one, for which lie bad 
received $150, and had received cash 
for all the lots. All but two of them, 
ho thought, had been built upon. Ho had 
had no difficulty with the company 
about the title. He had, however, a 
difficulty witli the company about a 
fence which they had erected around 
their railway yard and tracks. These 
occupied land which he had resold to 
them at §10 an acre by a verbal agree- 
ment with Mr. James Dunsmuir ten 
years ago, but the land had not yet 
been conveyed to the company, as it had 
not yet been paid for. Under this 
agreement he understood that Mr. 
IDunsinnir would build a road across this 
land and bridge the tracks. As it was, 
the fence erected a year ago cut his 
property and the town in two. Children 
had had to either climb over the fence 
or else go a mile round to get to schoo'. 
They frequently preferred the short cut. 
Tho government school house was built 
about four years ago. Coal was first 



dug five yeans ago last November. There 
had been no understanding between him 
and the company about the townsite. 
The population was largest aboul a 
year and a half ago. He promised to 
get tho commission a list of the houses 
still standing, with tho names of their 
occupant*, also of those standing empty, 
and those which had been pulled down. 
His own business was ranching. For 
his town lots ho used to charge a crround 
rent of .$1 a month before tho "strike, 
but had reduced it since to 50 cc.ts. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bodwell, he 
said that Mr. Dunsmuir had offered 
him £0,000 for his laud, but ho would 
not take it. He made a counter-offer 
to sell 100 acres at $50 a lot. Mr. 
Dunsmuir could have made 300 per 
cent, on this proposition, but he J-e- 
fused it. His offer involved making 
Extension the resident townsite, but 
Mr. Dunsmuir would not accept it, as 
he said he intended to make the town 
at Ladysmith. That was four years 
ago. In letting out lots ho always toid 
men that if they bad to remove to" Lady- 
smith, they could take their houses 
away with them. 

Thomas Isherwod was called by Mr. 
Wilson. He lived at Extension. Had 
never lived at Ladysmith. In Febru- 
ary last Mr. Wilson, a mine boss, toid 
him ho would have to live at Ladysmith 
or quit. That was tho first day he 
went to work after being sick. He had 
been doing nothing since, and could uot 
afford to go to Ladysmith, as he was 
a married man with four children. He 
had bought the place in which he was 
living from a man named Dickinson, but 
had paid only $2S out of $40 for it. 
Under Mr. Bodwell's cross-examination, 
he said Dickinson lived ill Nannimo. 
His house was a small one of straight 
up wood, and could be taken down in 
ono day and put up in three days. eH 
knew that there was a standing order 
by the company to move houses free. 
He had never asked any assistance from 
the company. He considered that he 
could livo as ho liked. He had been 
sick six or seven months, and was just 
getting well. 

John iMocchar, examined by Mr. Wil- 
son, said ho lived in Extension and 
worked in the mine. Last September 
the pit boss, Mr. Sharp, came alon s 
and saiil to him: "Ladysmith or noth 
iug!" That meant that he must movi 
in- quit, lie quit. lie had built a house 
at N'o. 1 and another at the Tunnel, and 
was unwilling to build again. He was 
a married man with two children, one of 
whom died a few days ago. At the time 
of building his home nobody told him he 
would have to move. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bodwell, he 
said lie did not think there was much 
sickness in Extension, though the lasit 
witness had been sick and his own child 
had just died, lie had heard some talk 
of a move, he would not say while ins 
house was building, but afterwards. 
In any -case he would not have paid any 
attention to it. He took no steps to in- 
quire. He knew the company would 
transport his house for him as well as 
for others. 

Jacob Myllymaki, a Finlauder, said lift 
worked at: Tunnel over two years. Had 
never lived at Ladysmith. Officials of 
the company never said anything to him 
about moving to Ladysmith. He quit 
•work because he got a bad place in the 
mine— all rock. He bad heard genera! 
talk of the move. 

Joseph von Tanner, an Italian, was 
working in tho mine until the strike. 
Asked by Mr. Bryden if he would bo 
willing to go down to Ladysmith, he 
said he would rather not. as he would 
have to leave his wife and two children.

He ™ould set so unltas forced. Noth- 
ing more was said then, aud lie worked 
for a couple of months longer until lie 
was told to go to Liauysmith by Mine 
Boss Sharp. Having no alternative, be 
went to live at Ltulysmith, leaving his 
family ueLind. The morning train from 
ILadysmitk reached Extension about 
0:150 a.m. He worked til! o p.m., and a 
train leaving for Ladysmith at 3:30 p.ni-. 
allowed him only half an hour to see 
his family. There was a later train 
about ti p.m. to leave by. He did take 
that a couple of times. That train left 
every day. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bodwell, he 
mud ho could not find a rouse to rent at 
Ladysmith. He asked his friends, but 
did not ask Mr. Bryden, though that 
gentleman was the man who had told 
him to go to Ladysmith. He preferred 
to live at Ladysmith with his wife and 
family at Extension. Mr. Wilson is- 
puted this last admission, maintain! tg 
that witness did not mean it, and wit- 
ness denied it. If witness could rent a 
house at Ladysmith Tie could not say 
whether he would object to go. He paid 
uo rent at Extension. 

CLewis Astori was the last witness call- 
ed. Examined by Mr. Wilson, he said 
he lived in Extension, was married and 
had six children. First of all, in June 
last, when he finished his place in the 
mine, he went to Mr. Sharp, who had 
no other place for him then, but said 
he would give him one, and that it 
made no difllerence whether he wero a 
Ladysmith or Extension man. Two or 
three days later Mr. Sharp said to lnm 
that he 'would put no more Extension 
men in llio mine; all had to go to L-ady- 
smith. Witness asked for his time and 
'unit, and after a few months' work at 
Union, returned, and saw Mr. Bryden 
who told him it was no use asking for 
s job so long as he lived at Extension. 
Witness said he had a family and couid 
not move. I.Mr. Bryden said he could 
leave his family behind, lie went down 
to investigate and saw Mr. Bryden 
again, who then told him to see the pit 
Imss and get work, lie came back to 
Extension in September and got work, 
hut in a few weeks Mr. Sharp foum. 
out that he was living in Extension ali'l 
told him he must go down to La ly- 
sraith. He went down accordingly and 
"batched" there, lie objected to going. 
He sometimes slept at Extension, but 
had to he careful not to be seen. Cross- 
examined by Mr. Bodwell, lie sai<l bis 
house was about two minutes' wa'k 
from the tunnel, built on a lot he had 
rented from Mr. Bramley, and cost 
lib. mi $250. e did not know the cost 
of a lot in Ladysmith. Did not want 
to livo there on any terms. 

The session was now adjourned uo'il 
2:30 at Ladysmifh, bet as (here \v v-r« 
I no witnesses whose evidence couid cm 
completed in the time at disposal, mc 
afternoon session was abandoned, end 
the commission adjourned until Monday, 
I wlien it will sit in the Court House at 
| Victoria at 10:30 a.m. 

Gould's Hall was crowded for the 
fourth day's session of the Labor Com- 
mission on the 7th instant. Mr. Wilson, 
K. C„ counsel for the miners, put Mr. 
William Joseph into the stand. Wit- 
ness stated that lie was a miner em- 
ployed at Extension, and had sons work- 
ing in the mine. He had built a iiinc- 
rooru boarding house some three years 
ago, at a cost of about SI, 200, and some 
live months ago was compelled to leave. 
His partner had refused to leave; said 
Air. Dunsmuir could not drive him. The 
Extension house was empty six months. 
He had not ever seen an officer of the 
company to ask if he could go back. Ho 
was dissatislied with the train arrange- 
ments between Extension and Lady- 
smith. There were not many people in 
Extension now; he guessed over 50. 
Some had gone back since cessation of 
work. 

Examined by Mr. Bodwell, K. C. 
counsel for the Wellington Colliery Co., 
he stated that be had bought the land on 
which his house was built from Mr. 
Bramley. He did uot enquire tho in- 
tentions of the company before purchase. 
There were lots of other people living 
there at tha time, lie had not been 
warned beforehand. Asked whether 
people had not been generally told of the 
company's intentions, witness admitted 
that he had built only tho skeleton of his 
house until the return of a deputation 
composed of G-. Johnson, W. Spenee and 
iW. MeClusky, Xrom waiting on Mr. 
Dunsmuir. They reported that a house 
could he built anywhere provided -suit- 
able to officials. Officials did not tell 
him that he had to live at Ladysmith. 
lie didn't know whether officials gave 
out that men had to live at Ladysmith. 

"Will you say it was not so?" asked 
Mr. Bodwell. 

Witness, after some hesitation, replied 
"No." He had heard that Mr. Bryden 
had told ,-i great many men. but not 
before his own house was built. Mr. 
Dunsmuir sold some of the lots, and Mr. 
Bramley others. There wero two or 
three thousand people in Extension be- 
i fore the order was made to leave. The 
general evacuation tool; place about six 
months ago.

He had hven ,i miner at Extension live 
years. After the lire, his place was 

i taken nway from him and given to a 
Ladysmith man. That was twelve 
mouths ago last March. Ii was a mat- 
ter of indifference to him. lie worked 
again fur the company. Last August 
John Julius, boss uf Nil. :; Extension 
mine, said that .ill lie' men had to go 

| down to Ladysmith. lie had a house, 
which lie pulled down and rebuilt him- 

I self, lnit the i-ompuny gave transporta- 
tion of it tree. He had paid out alto- 
gether en the lot He was one of the 
committee who saw Air. Dunsmuir two 
years ago, ami was told thai they could 
live where they liked, so long as the 
work was done. lie would have stayed 
at Extension if not forced out. He esti- 
mated his loss by this act of the com- 
pany at about $300. He thought it 
cheaper to live at Extension than at 
Ladysmith. lie bought his lot from .Mr. 
Bramley. 

Examined by Air. Bodwell. witness 
stated that lie had not paid, nor had he 
heen asked fur the remainder of pay- 
ments for his lot at Extension. The 
order to have was not given until the 
mine was a shipper. He supposed that 
the reason why the houses were to be 
built at Ladysmith and not at Extension 
was that for the good of the town of 
Ladysmith the coal had to he brought 
there. It might otherwise Inive gone to 
Departure Bay. Asked if he had ever 
heard anything about the sanitary condi- 
tions at Extension, he replied that he 
himself had always enjoyed good health. 
He did not say whether he had ever 
heard the relative merits of the two 
places discussed from that point of view. 
When last working in the mine he was 
making about $3.50 a day. 

Samuel Mottisliaw. Sr., was next 
called. He stated that he was a miner, 
and lived at Ladysmith; had been work- 
ing off and on for the company, the last 
time for four months. He had attended 
and was secretary of the meeting held on 
the 4th March, as also of those on the 
12th and 14th of that month. When the 
ilirst meeting was called, the first ques- 
tion put to the meeting by the chairman 
was for an increase in wages of 10 to 
15 per cent. Tho majority at the meet- 
ing, however, did not want this pressed 
until they were further organized. The 
scheme for better organization was 
sprung suddenly on the meeting, but met 
with general approval, and a resolution 
was, on a show of hands, carried almost 
unanimously for federation. There were 
between 300 and 400 men present. The 
miners generally were aware of tho ad- 
vantages of Federation with the West- 
ern Federation of Miners. Witness 
learnt this through the press. The 
miners wanted .something with backbone. 



A.3 to the wages paid by the company, 
the current rate last day was about S3, 
or S2.IIU by contract 

Mr. Wilson, K. C, was proceeding to 
ask witness if there was any check in 
use for ascertaining amount of coa! 
raised; but Mr. Bodwell objected, and 
the commissioners ruled that with the 
memorandum of grievances before them 
they could nut go outside it, and due 
notice must be given if this point was to 
be brought up. Air. Wilson said he 
would give notice, and would not press 
tho point then. 

Examined by Mr. Bodweil, witness 
said that the current rate for the same 
kind of work in the New Vancouver 
Coal Co. was $3; at Fernie the condi- 
tions were not quite the same; in Wash- 
ington it was .'<2. He was the person 
who posted up the notice of the meeting. 
He did so by general wish of fellow 
workmen. That was two weeks before. 
He could not give names of the work- 
men, lie had not spoken to them before 
they spoke to him. There was a general 
feeling that they ought to organize to 
defend themselves. He would rather 
not say who the man was who spoke to 
him on the subject in Nanaimo. He 
hail been an official in the old union, but 
not in the new. He could uot say 
wiiether their conversation was confiden- 
tial and confided to very few. The 
reason why some men were making less 
than $3 a day was that they were dig- 
ging dirt and getting nothing for it, also 
deficiency in the men themselves. Tho 
greatest inequalities in wages existed at 
Extension, owing to the formation of tho 
mine. In some places there wero four 
feet of dirt. His hist shift loaded font- 
boxes of dirt and three oC coal, and did 
not get a cent for the dirt, but witness 
would not lay any charges on this score. 
Witness was surprised to be told that 
his son I from the company's hooks) had 
been making over $5 a day and his part- 
ner over $4. After considerable discus- 
sion, Mr. Bodwell elicited from witness 
that tho good man makes the wages. 
Under further examination by Air. Wil- 
son, he said he posted the notice of meet- 
ing unsigned, for fear of discharge from 
the officials. They considered organiza- 
tion their sole weapon of defence. 

In reply to the Chief Justice and Kev. 
Dr. Uowe, witness said it was for the 
miners to judge whether it .was neces- 
sary for them to join the Western 
Federation. A coalition of all the mines 
in British Columbia might be sufficient, 
but Vancouver Island was isolated, and 
all depended on the amount of capital 
opposed. Tin- local union in Nanaimo 
lacked hacking. A tendency against 
strikes was lack of funds. If the miners 
joined the Western Federation, alien 
labor need not he feared, bat scabs 
would be encouraged by action of a mere 
local union. The miners of Washington 
had nut yet joined the Western Federa- 
tion. It was only ten years old. Some 
discussion about the weighing of the coal, 
not being referred to on the memoran- 
dum before the commission, could not 
receive attention without due notice 
being given. 

Joseph Jeffries, the next witness, 
stated that he was a member of the local 
union, and one of the deputation which 
waited on Air. Dunsmuir in Victoria 
about April IN. It consisted of himself, 
S. Mottisliaw Jr., A. Robertson and P. 
Mnlone, appointed by the executive board 
of the new union. They saw Mr. 
Dunsmuir ami asked him to re-open the 
mines and reinstate the discharged men. 
He asked, "Did we belong to the West- 
ern Federation?" and on being replied to 
in the affirmative, said, "Then I can't 
talk business with you." Before he 
could talk business with them they would 
have to call an open meeting, purge 
themselves from the Western Federa- 
tion, aud appoint a committee. He said 
that he would not employ any member 
of tho Western Federation. Asked, 
"Suppose we broke away and formed a 
local union, would that meot require- 
ments " he said ho would not have any- 
thing to do with any union at all. See- 
ing that was the case, we retired. Mr. 
Dunsmuir, Mr. Hunter and .Mr. Frank 
Little were present. 

Examined by Air. Bodwell, witness 
said he had been working for the com- 
pany about ten years. On two occasions, 
he remembered, committees had been 
formed from the men to interview Air. 
Dunsmuir. Witness had formed an 
opinion that Air. Dunsmuir would not 
have anything to do with any union, but 
had no opinion that he would not listen 
to grievances. 

In reply to Air. Wilson, witness said 
that there had for a long while heen an 
effective organization amongst them- 
selves, and they had sent petitions to 
Air. Dunsmuir, who used to deal with 
them. That was within the last threo 
years. The company paid the union 
fees out of the wages. There were no 
medical fees. He could not say how it 
broke up. 

! S. K. .Mottisliaw Jr., on being called 
• to the witness box said he was son of 
| Samuel Mottisliaw. He was on the 
; deputations which waited on Air. Duns- 
muir in April, and corroborated Joseph 
Jeffries' statement with regard to Mr. 
1 Dunsinuir's attitude. Air. Dunsmuir said 
' he would not allow his men to have a 
| union, but they might have a standing 
I committee to interview him. Witness 
I was discharged on .March 10 by J. Johns, 
foreman of No. 3, who gave him no rea- 
son, but requested him to lake out his 
I tools. 

| Askeil by Air. Luxton, assistant coun- 
l sel to Air. Bodwell, if there were any 

grievances that he had ever been unable 
I to bring before Air. Dunsmuir, witness 
j replied "No." He was vice-president of 
i the union at Extension three years ago, 
I but the men did not attend the meetings 
j regularly, and had not confidence in one 
I another, and the union broke up some 
i eighteen months or two years ago, before 
] the offices were phiccd at Ladysmith. 

Disruption was not through any action 
I of the company. 

| Joe Tassin. who spoke in French, 
which had to be interpreted, was the 
! fust witness called at the afternoon sit- 
I ling. He worked as miner at Xo. 1. 
i Was told by Mr. Haggert. that lie must 
' build a house. He did not know whether 
J there were any boarding houses up there 
then. When the work at No. 1 was 
done, he had to move his house three 
miles to the tunnel, and then again 
down to be rebuilt at Ladysmith. It 
took him about two months to pull down 
and build up his house. Preferred to 
live at Extension, being closer to. his 
work. 

Tom Dogherty next deposed that he 
was a miner, working at Extension. lie 
had been informed by Foreman Johns 
that he must move down to Ladysmith 
or lose his place. That was in July or 
August, 1902. He bad been hoarding 
with the widow of the late W. .1. Bailey, 
who was killed in the mine. She hail 
been obliged to move also, ami had ap- 
pealed to Air. Dunsmuir, who. lie be- 
lieved, referred her to Air. Little. He 
did not think she got any satisfaction, 
but they would have to ask herself. 
Practically there was no difference in 
the price of board between Ladysmith 
and Extension. 

-Mr. Baker, organizer of the Western 
Federation, was now recalled by .Mr. 
Wilson, and asked as to the disposal of 
the funds of the organization. He ex- 
plained that there was one general fund 
for maintenance, local purposes, cases of 
! distress, and general business. His own 
I expenses were paid out of it. Large 
| distributions had not been made in Brit- 
ish Columbia. A considerable sum went 
lo the late troubles at Kossbind, and 
some !?3,(H)0 was appropriated for the 
Fernie trouble. One thousand dollars 
had also been recommended by the exe- 
cutive for relief purposes at Fernie. He 
expected to go thereahimself and investi- 
gate. The aim and object of the Federa- 
tion was to create and maintain good 
feeling between the workers in the union 
and their employers. This only is pos- 
sible by organization. An organized com- 
mittee could quietly look into many mat- 
ters, but take action only on justification. 
In reply to Air. Bodwell, be said that 
tho reason an ordinary standing commit- 
tee could not be so effective, was the 
fear of discharge. The Federation were 
at present negotiating with the United 
Mine Workers for transfer cards, giving 
interchangeable membership. If a Cana- 
dian Association were started, the same 
affiliation could uo doubt be arranged. 
A man excluded from n union nt one 
part could not get in at another. The

organization at Frank was one of the 
most perfect in British Columbia. A 
nun-union man would not he allowed to 
work in such u camp. It would be made 
unpleasant for him, and if leniency could 
not convince him, every possible means 
would be used. Every ease of trouble 
he knew of came from union men being 
displaced by non-union men. Interro- 
guted by the commissioners as to the 
power of the central executive over local 
unions, he said it bad no power to order 
a union out on strike against the wishes 
of its members. Local unions initiated 
strikes. The Federation approved of 
arbitration if it were fairly represented, 
and approved general principle of legal 
compulsion to that end. The third and 
independent arbitrator should be chosen 
by mutual agreement between the other 
two. Personally lie could not say that 
he was in favor of compulsory arbitration 
unless this were so. As to a choice by 
lot from the Supreme Court judges, it 
would depend. On the whole, human 
nature was pretty much the same, ever 
after the almighty dollar. An effective 
labor law might effect considerable re- 
lief, but a perfected organization was 
the only panacea. .New Zealand methods 
resulted in good generally, but there the 
government was by the people. It was 
not so here. "Whose fault is that?" ask 
Rev. Dr. Rowe. "The people's own," 
Air. Baker admitted. Pressed to make 
some suggestion for final ending of labor 
disputes, he could not do so. If the 
state interfered its mandate should not 
be against striking, but to bold up a 
strike or lock up for a certain time, 
while it was being considered by a con- 
ciliation board. The state should inter- 
vene, if at. all before the parties are 
irreconcilable. lint it seemed to the 
Chief Justice that the state must even- 
tually interfere at the worst. Witness 
said ho had pondered the matter deeply, 
but without satisfactory result. Witness 
stated that ho had a wire telling that 
Cumberland workers are out on strike. 
The public knew the cause as well as he 
did. The union officers had been practi- 
cally all discharged. 

The session was here adjourned for 
the commissioners to hold a private con- 



ference win, the union executive. To- 
morrow morning a special train will be 

pla I by the company at the service of 

the commissioners to enable them to take 
evidence at Kxtension.

STATEMENT OF THE WELLINGTON

At Many Places They See Raw 
Material Turned Into Fin- 
ished Product, 



North Ward Pupils Witness Cast- 
ing of Stoves at Albion 
Stove Works. 



The visits of the city school children 
to the factories and manufacturing es- 
tablishments of the city, under the aus- 
pices of the Chamber ot Commerce, 
was commenced yesterday, when a large 
number of boys and girls followed the 
manufacture of stoves, ice, biscuits, fur- 
niture, soap, bedsteads, etc., under the 
guidance of the teachers, members of 
the iCJiaiuber of Commerce and the man- 
agement of the concerns visited. The 
North Ward school visited the Albion j 
Iron Works and li. C. Cold Storage; the 
High school, Brackinau-lier'e, and XL, 
11. Smith's factories; Girls' Central, 
Weilers' factory and B. C. Soap Works; 
Boys' Central, IS. C. Metallic Bed Fac- 
tory and luseolsior Biscuit Factory; and 
South Park, Xurner-Beetou's, J. Pierey 
& Co.'s factories, ami the Victoria 
.Lias Works. 

The children of North Ward school 
eaw an interesting sight when they fol- 
lowed the manufacture of the stove or 
range as made by Victoria workmen at 
the Albion stove works, of -which T. 
K. Wood is inanaiger and E. K. Dicaoa- 
son, foreman. Ohtss •utter clues w-.ve 
instructed in the interesting study, fol- 
lowing uuo work from the time the i.ig 
iron is built up in the cupola on the 
coke beds, until after the molten iion, 
glowing bright red, is fed into the wail- 
ing moulds, and smoothed, burnished, 
plated, etc., until all the parts are 
ready to be titted together, and the 
stove is ready for the housewife. 

The pupihs— the girls eagerly question- 
ing and with their notebooks in tlmr 
hands, while the boys were attentive, 
but lose ea^er for knowledge — were 
lirst taken to the stacks of Scotch pig 
iron brought around the Horn in ^ the 
Ivrind jammers from Scotland. Thou 
they were shown the two furnaces, one 
filled with its quota of coke and pig and 
scrap. A bed of coke, then 1,000 pounds 
of pig and scrap iron, then rnoro coke, 
and more iron, with limestone used us a 
llux to refino the iron— the furnaces 
were wed tilled.

There is a stove lid— not com- 
pleted, and fifteen cents he thought to 
earn has not been earned. The mould- 
ers are a well-paid lot. though, for not 
onlv is it an interesting trade, requiring 
ability and deftness, but it is a trade 
in which good returns are made. The 
moulders at the Albion Stove Works are 
all Victoria men and boys. 

So much for the castings. They are 
gathered up from the grimy floor and 
the emery wheels, the lathes and 
burnishers trim off the ragged edges, 
and they are put in their places, 
ready for tho stove-builder when 
ho commences to put the stove 
together. All the castings are at his 
hand, and it is astonishing with what 
rapidity tile sections are bolted together, 
and the stove is ready for the show- 
room— the finished product of the local 
workmen, able to compote with any im- 
ported stove, for not only is it a com- 
plete and thorough work, finished as 
elaborately as any stovo on the market, 
hut it is 'sold to better advantage than 
the imported stove. For instance if (a 
piece of the local stove is broken it can 
be replaced for teu cents a pound, where- 
as in tlie case of an imported stove 14 
cents per pound is asked as well as the 
freight or express charges. 

From the casting shops the children 
were shown the long lines of stoves in 
all stages of construction, some being 
mpleted, others ready for the market.

Taylor. Lie bad not searched for cor- 
respondence with Mr. Hamilton as laud 
comtuismoner for the C. I', it. Uespeet- 
iug the letter of Mr. Brown, date of 
which he bad fixed as .Inly ill. 1001, he 
imagined that he took the dale from 
evidence given before the commission 
fixing the dale. It might have been Mr. 
Brown's evidence that recalled the date 
•to mind. Mr. Brown had brought the 
letter to witness at about three o'clock in 
the afternoon. Finding Mr. Wells out, 
Mr. Brown had asked liim to take tho 
letter in to the executive, which was 
then sitting. Ho was to give it to Mr. 
Dunsumir or Mr. Turner, which was 
done, 'ltie envelope, as he remembered 
it, was a .small one— not such a one as 
would contain documents. Subsequently 
Mr. Dunemuir said that witness was to 
tell Mr. Wells upon bis return that Mr. 
Turner would givo him instructions on 
the subject of Mr. Brown's letter. This 
lie Jiad done. lie believed that the sub- 
ject had been discussed in tlio executivo, 
and was the Columbin & Western sub- 
sidy matter. Witness did not remember 
getting any draCt for an order-in-couu- 
cil a no giving it 'to Mr. Gore. He bad 
received no such draft from Mr. Brown 
or any other outsider, but might have 
taken it from . Mr. Wells to Mi. Gore. 
Witness had no recollection of having 
given tho draft of bill 87 to Mr. McLean; 
lie might have borne such a bill from 
Mr. Wells to Mr, McLean, tout certainly 
not from Mr. Brown or any other out- 
sider. Witness was not present with 
either Mr. Brown or Mr. Taylor at any 
discussion of Columbia & Western sub- 
fiidy matters, or British Columbia South- 
ern matters, with Hon. Mr. Wells. Wit- 
ness had never heard of objection being 
taken to Mr. Gore's inserted section un- 
til a day or so ago. Had never heard 
ett the time of any objection by Mr. 
Taylor.. 

To Mr. HelmcUen, Mr. McISeil! said 
that he had no recollection of Mr. Tay- 
ior bring in the oflice more than twice— 
in 1001. At that time Mr. Taylor came 
to w>e -the Chief Commtesioner about a 
townsitc matter on the West Fork of 
Kettle river. On the second occasion i 



he wanted to see Mr. Wells about E. 
& X. lands in some connection or other. 
Witness could recall no other visits by 
Mr. Taylor to the Chief Commissioner. 
Mr; Brawn, on the other hand, was with 
the Chief Commissioner quite frequent- 
ly. He had never been present at any 
interview on the matter of the Columbia 
A- Western affairs between Mr. Brown 
and Mr. Wells. 

To Mr. McCaul, Mr. McNeill stated 
that Mr. Taylor might have paid many 
visits to the Chief Commissioner with- 
out his remembrance, or indeed without 
his knowledge of it. 

To Mr. MePhillips, witness said that 
bill 87 of 1002, suggested a draft bill 
that he remembered seeing in the office. 
He did net know where it had been 
drafted, or by whom— he did not think it 
could have been drafted by the Chief 
Commissioner. He did not remember 
having ever received such a draft bill 
from Mr. Brown. The Chief Commis- 
sioner had discussed bill 87 with him 
while it was before the House. The 
gist of his talk was in the way of tho 
general difficulties in the way of this 
bill's passage — the political difficulties, 
not tho merits of the measure. The sug- 
gested enlargement of the scope of the 
bill was never talked of. 

Mr. McCaul pointed to the bad prece- 
dent of cress-examining a private secre- 
tary upon confidential communications 
from or with bis employer. Admitting 
the legitimacy of such examination, min- 
isters could have no confidential rela- 
tions with their secretaries— they should 
he in the same relation as lawyer aud 
client. 

Mr. Clifford abruptly ruled that the 
committee could ask any questions it 
chose. 

The witness was positive that Mr. 
Wells bad never intimated that these 
blocks of land could be conveyed to the 
company under this measure. Mr. 
Brown had never discussed with witness 
what it was the Columbia & Western 
company wanted. Witness did not re- 
member ever having seen the Attorney- 
General or the Deputy Attorney-General 
with respect to this bill. 

Col. Wolfendon, King's Printer, pro- 
duced bill Mo, of 1001, with draft at- 
tached. He could not say where this 
draft came from; the writing was that 
of Mr. McLean. He identified bill S7 
of 1002, but could not iind tho draft, 
although extensive search had been made 
for it. The draft of this bill was hand- 
ed to Mr. Scholefield— by Mr. George 
MeL. Brown. He would assume (that 
Mr. Brown had authority. A proof 
would go to the Attorney-General's De- 
partment, and another proof to the 
Lauds ami Worla Department. Mr. 
Brown wanted a proof also. It was 
possible that the draft had gone to Mr. 
Brown with his proof, although it wns 
improbable. Mr. Brown was present 
when the proof wa.s read by Mr. Pot- 
tinger. The work was urgent and dono 
iu half an hour. The hill was "entered," 
as received for printing on 22nd May, by 
■Mr. Scholefield. Under the usual course 
•the draft would .still be in the office. 
1 Oscar C. Bass, chief clerk in the At- 
itornej'-General's office, declared that 
'thorough search had been made for cor- 
Tespondence in that department since 
dSOO, the Attorney-General insisting 
'that nothing should by any possibility be 
■missed. The only remaining documents 
'bearing on Columbia & Western matters 
'—during 1S9S, and anterior t'o the mat- 
ter in consideration — -were produced. Ho 
'had also searched Mr. Clients' personal 
'tile. Witness was not Mr. Bberts' per- 
sonal stenographer, although he some 
itimes took his persona! letters. Occa- 
sionally letters on public business were 
'marked "personal," but all such were 
'considered as public business, and filed 
'accordingly. Witness had never taken 
'a note, in books, of letters for Mr. 
'Eborts. 

' To Mr. McCaul— Had found no letters 
or telegrams to or from Sir Thomas 
iShaughnessy, Mr. Brown, or Mr. Tay- 
'lor in connection with Columbia & 
Western matter.-;. 

Mr. Pottiuger, foreman in the King's 
Printer's office, identified bill ,S7 of the 
session of 1002. The "copy" came in, 
'typewritten, in the usual way, and in 
'due course the bill was printed. Col. 
iWolfenden happened to lie busy that 
'morning. Mr. Brown was anxious to 

see this bill as s i ;i s possible, anil 

so witness had read the proof wilii -Miss 
iMcCnlloiigh. Mr. Blown came in dur- 
ing the proof-reading, and waited until 
the it. 1 vise was read, when a copy was 
given to Mr. Brown. No particular 
changes were mi'de in the proof. The bill 
■as printed was a copy of the typewritten 
draft. 

Miss McCuIlough, proof-reader, or 
copy-holder, corroborated Mr. Portin- 
ger's evidence with certain circumstan- 
tiality of detail. There was nothing 
about the copy to show where the draft, 
came from. Witness afterwards got 
two clean proofs and gave one to Mr. 
'Brown. As well as witness could re- 
member, she tiled the draft of this bill 
in the usual course. She did not know 
until this (Friday) morning that the 
lraft had disappeared. 

To Mr. Duff, Miss McCuIlough said 
that she had never before known a draft 
to escape filing. It was on Thursday 
that this proof was read — the day was 
remembered as being a "Gazette day." Up 
to this (Friday) morning witness had 
thought the draft of this bill was tiled. 
Anyone in the printing office would have 
had access to these tiles. For some 
•months the letter file has been in the 
hall way. 

Mr. K. J. Scholefield produced the 
'work register of the Government Print- 
ing office, and identified bill No. 87 as 
having passed through his hands— he did 
not know whether in typewritten form 
<>r otherwise. He had received the draft 
of bill from Mr. George MeL. Brown, 
'who said that it was to be brought down 
'by message. He had said he wanted 
to see a copy as soon as possible. Wit- 
ness had seiut up the copy to the printers 
(without submitting tho matter to Col. 
iWolfenden. He had supposed Mr. 
IBrown had warrant for his course. Ho 
Could not say whether the draft showed 
itself to have come from any of the 
public departments. 

' The committee adjourned at 5:30 to 
continue its sessions on Saturday at 10 
o'clock. 



Debate On 

The Budget 



Opposition Allowing Liberals to 
Wallow in the Sea of 
Uncertainty. 



Complete Severance of Rela- 
tions Between Tarte and His 
Former Colleagues. 



Ottawa, May 2.— The budget debate, 
which lasted exactly two weeks, closed 
yesterday morning, when Mr. Borden's 
amendment was rejected by a vote of 
108 to 54. The ministerialists have been 
very anxious to secure a draft of the 
Conservative tariff which will be submit- 
ted when the present opposition assume 
the reins of office. There could be no 
more unreasonable request than this. 
Mr. Borden was quite specific iu refer- 
ence to certain questions, but quoted 
against ministers tho declaration of Sir 
Richard Cartwright when in opposition 
that it was no part of the duty of a 
physician to prescribe until he was actu- 
ally called in to attend the patient. On 
the subject of the duty upon agricultural 
implements, however, Mr. Borden stated 
emphatically to the House that, so far 
as he was concerned, if returned to 
power and it were necessary to maintain 
this great Canadian industry by addi- 
tional duties, be far one would he pre- 
pared to see that the necessary protec- 
tion was forthcoming. 

Mr. I'ntersou in his speech attempted 
to show that if the Conservative party 
were returned to power, some #2,000,000 
north of agricultural implements which 
are imported into Canada each year will 
In- prohibited from entering ■ the country. 
The Minister of Customs seems to fear 
the erection in Canada of factories suffi- 
cient to cope with this great output, 
because he said it would lie a disaster 
that such a condition of things should 
be brought about. Then he proceeded 
along the old line adopted by the Lib- 
erals to show that additional duty on 
farming implements, and binders in par- 
ticular, would mean an increased price to 
the Canadian consumer. The minister 
with the largo voice had been talking in 
this strain for some time when Hon. J. 1. 
Tarte was seen to get restless, and a few 
minutes later a dialogue of some interest, 
took place. 

.Mr. Tarte— Does the honorable gentle- 
man claim that by raising the duty on 
an article he would raise the price of 



if the Conservative party was to draft a 
tariff for them the government might he 
inclined to consider it, but the opposition 
lias had too sad an experience in finding 
grains for the gentlemen on the minis- 
terial benches. They do not propose to 
place iu the bands of the enemy any 
more useful ammunition. They will 
allow Sir Wilfrid aud his associates to 
wallow in the sea of uncertainty and dis- 
tress, and extricate themselves as best 
they may. The German surtax and the 
demand for mutual preference, couched 
in language which had originated with 
the opposition and were subsequently 
stolen by .Sir Wilfrid, are too fresh in 
the minds of Mr. Borden and his follow- 
ers to permit of further mistakes. 

The result of the discussion and the 
division is a complete severance of rela- 
tions between Mr. Tarte and his former 
colleagues. The ex-Minister of Public 
Works so squarely placed himself upon 
record that there does UQt i seem to he 
any likelihood of his working with the 
Liberals again, Mr. Tarte occupies a 
Very peculiar position iu tho House, and 
it is thought that he will prove a thorn 
in the flesh of the ministers. It is known 
that he has no particular love for either 
Mr. Blair or Mr. Prefontaiue. 

There are quite a number of British 
Columbia railway bills before parliament 
this session, and nothing in the way of 
serious opposition to them lias developed. 
Probably the most important is that to 
incorporate the Coast Yukon Railway 
Company. It was feared that the Min- 
ister of Railways might raise some oppo- 
sition to it, but be has not done so. 

Fairly good progress has been made iu 
supply, and the public works estimates 
are practically through. It cannot he 
saiil that Mr. Sutherland has shown any 
great skill in handling the appropriation 
in his department. He was not suffi- 
ciently communicative, and consequently 
had to face more criticism than other- 
wise might have been the case. Yester- 
day the interesting fact came out that 
Mr. Tarte left as a legacy to his suc- 
cessor in the public works department a 
dispute with the auditor-general over the 
payment of several accounts for work 
done without tender and contract, the 
auditor-general claiming that by law all 
public works and purchases of material, 
tor which there is parliamentary appro- 
priation, must be carried out by contract 
after public call for tenders. In his 
view, it appears, the auditor-general is 
sustained by the opinion of the depart- 
ment of justice, and he is not the man 
to yield under such circumstances. This 
decision might to put a stop to the too 
prevalent practice of giving contracts to 
political friends, either without tender at 
all or after invitations to tender have 
been luaiK-d to a favored few.

HISTORY SOCIETY 



Upon reflection it has occurred to uie , to speak about the blue mould 011 cheese 
that tlio title ol this paper may to some 



■what misleading, lily object is pri- 
marily to tell you about plants that are 
used for food by some and, through ig- 
norance or prejudice, passed over by 
others as unlit for the human stomach; 
and in the second place to mention a tew 
facts about curious articles of diet that 
liavo come under my notice during n:y 
travels. To many of you, no doubt, 
what I am going to say is already 
known, and to such I wish to apologize 
beforehand for bringing chestnuts upon 
the table. 

Doubtless you all know that in tls-; 
early days of this island the starchy 
food of the Indians consisted of root?; 
the camassia being their chief support. 
Many of you are aware that in the up- 
per country and also iu the more distant 
parts of this island the same is still 
true. iL/iiium columbiainum (the native 
tiger lily,) is largely used by the Cliii- 
eotea, Thompson and. LUJooet Indians. 
The roots are dug (.needless to say by 
women) baked in a hole an the ground 
;uid though somewhat bitter are palat-,in 
able. The yellow erythronium, n va- 
riety o£ the white lily now iu bloom 
here, is also much prized by them. They 
procure it in large quantities, dry it and 
uso as a sweetmeat, and it as really very 
nice. The si wash potato is also much 
esteemed and largely used, as are sev- 
eral ground orchids and little bulbs. 

Returning to lilies for a moment, I 
may say that in Japan they are very 
largely used as food, lauratnm being 
the favorite. When in San Francisco 
two years ago I was endeavoring to sell 
some lilies to a Japanese llorist and to 
my surprise he began to taste my sample 
bulbs, lie informed me it was to see 
if the kinds were as ^presented and 
that he knew all Japanese lilies by taste. 

Here is a little story from Japan. The 
discoverer of a very famous plant, 
Hemerocallis Aurantiaea Major, passed 
through Victoria last year and told me 
the following. He was traveling in an 
out of the way part of Japan and saw 
a patch of this marvelous flower ttbf 
tlower is 0-8 inches across) in a f^mall 
garden. Seeing what an improvement 
it was upon the ordinary form he asked 
the owner why he grew it. The answer 
■was that it was better to eat than the 
ordinary one. My friend was a diplomat, 
lie promptly bargained for a mess of: it. 
It was cooked then and there and he 
sat down and partook of it, smacked 
his lips, expressed the greatest pleasure, 
and said he should like to have it in his 
own garden. The bargain was made 
and ho bought for a few dollars the 
stock of what, when it -was sent out 
in the old country, was pronounced the 
finest novelty of a decade. 

Do you want variety in spring greens. 
The young leaves of the dandelion are 
good in salad and better cooked as 
sphinnch, though somewhat hitter. 
Young nettles make excellent greens. 
The young fronds of the bracken when 
they are still unfolded are even better 
but the "bon bonelio" is a dish of young 
growths of "firewood." 

Nearly all of us look upon the fungus 
family with the very gravest suspicion. 
Outside of the mushroom we treat them 
with scorn mid look askance at that ex- 
celent vegetable. Yet we are frequently 
passing over some of the sweetest 
morsels in nature's larder. The giant 
puff ball, common on fiome English 
downs, when youns. much resembles 
veal cutlets. The beefsteak or bull s 
tongue fungus grows on the sides of 
elm and oak trees and much resembles a 
huge red tongue and tastes very much 
like steak and is reputed to contain even 
more nourishment than a corresponding 
amount of beef. The common fairy- 
ring toadstool is also good. Threaded on 
strings and dried they take up but little 
room, "When required soak in y> d\< 
and use in soups and stews. Thongh 
overlooked in England this f ihirus is an 
article of commerce in France. When 
I first took up the study of fungi as a 
boy I shall never forget the expvass ~>v 
on the countenances of my parents and 
brothers when I placed on the table a 
stew flavored with these fungi. My 
mother could hardly allow tho ''nasty 
mess" to stay on the table and m.v 
brother indulged in sarcastic remarks. 
When I eat it they seemed to imagine 
I should turn blue and green 1 and ;:st 
fearful pains in my stomach. After 
several such dishes some wore persuad- 
ed to try and presently the whole family 
would eat anything I brought home. 

Tho morel is one of tbe best of the 
family. East summer I found it abund- j f u ] 
ant in woods iu the Okanogan, In tho 
Sierras iu California grows a very pecu- 
liar fungus called the sop. It does 
everything that a well conducted mush- 
room is supposed not to do. It grows 
under trees, has a bright reddish brown 
color above and, instead of the pink gills 
of the mushroom, a dirty yellow spongy 
substance, below. Yet so delicious is it I 
that hoxes which I collected and ship- 
ped to Sau Francisco sold for $1 per 
lb. But the trade was- small. Only a 
few epicures knew it and it did not 
pay. 

Probably you may like to know how 
to detect a poisonous from an edible 
fungus. When you meet one in the 
fields or woods approach it with an un- 
prejudiced mind — if you can. Bite oft a 
small piece. If it tastes mushrooniy and 
nice, have no scruples, it is both edible 
and tasty, if it tastes insipid, it is edible 
but not worth eating. If it tastes hot, 
sour, acrid or bitter it is poisonous. That 
is nil there is to it. If you are afraid to 
try it "en propria persona," why experi- 
mentum fiat en corpore vili," which 
being interpreted menus, try it on th" 
dog— your neighbor's for preference. Be- 
fore leaving tbe fungus family I want 



That is a fungus and the same one that 
grows on old hoots. Many people say 
when this mould attacks cheese that the 
cheese is rotten. Others maintain that 
cheese is no good until it is mouldy. If 
this be so, possibly this fungus that 
causes such an improvement in the 
cheese may have the same appeasing 
effect on old boots. I cannot speak on 
this subject from personal experience, 
but merely present it to you as a pos- 
sible field for experiment.

Tho meal thus obtained' 
is" called cassava and iu this state is 
baked in thin cakes. The meal soaked 
iter parts with its starch and then 
becomes tapioca. The juice alluded to 
containing the poison, hydrocyanic acid, 
allowed to thicken and the poison elimin- 
ated (how 1 do not know) becomes cas- ; 
sareep, a thick, black, viscous sauce, j 
one ol" the ingredients of the famous. 
West Indian pepper. 

A useful tree 'o travelers is the cow | 
tree. A large forest tree, the steins of ! 
which being incised gives a milky juice 
which answers the purpose of milk. 
Many trees go under the name of cow 
tree. The one 1 became acquainted 
with was that which produces balatta 
rubber. This vegetable milk is very 
superior to tin- cow, and when prospect- 
ing in Demerara 1 often used it in tea 
and coffee, and also took it straight from 
the cow. Xota bene: -Do not touch 
spirits for some hours after drinking 
the milk or it will solidify and you will 
have an obstruction that no doctor can 
remove. 

There is a curious drink also made 
from the manioc, by the Indians iu 




chid 



Demerara called paiwarri. Whil 
hunting among them they instituted a] 
paiwarri feast iu my honor, much to 
my disgust, as you will understand when 
I describe the process of manufacture. 
I was compelled to go through with it 
or be on the Indians' black list, and that | 
meant no orchids. Tho women sit round P'acfi 
and chew the roots and spit it into large | tract 
calabashes. In a few hours the mix- 
ture of saliva and root ferments and be- 
comes mildly intoxicant. The men im- 
bibe large quantities of this, ami when 
they can swallow no more take an 
emetic, get rid of their load and start 
fresh. I did not need an emetic. This 
programme is .maintained two or three 
days, and it has then a soporific effect 
upon them and the feast is over. 

Another beverage, made from corn, 
and called cliicha is sold in all wayside 
inns in the Colombian Andes. I have 
often drunk this liquid, in fact, was 
rather partial to it, and about a year 
ago I read that it was made in precisely 
the same manlier. Sic transit gloria 
cliicha. 

A soft clay is eaten by many tribes, 
why I know not.

'Most people 'believe that cramp is tin 
most dangerous foe of the swimmer. 
Peter >5. 'McNnlly, the lonj; distance 
swimmer, sayts this is a very much mis- 
taken notion. Apoplexy and heart trou- 
ble, ho tjuys, nro more to be feared when 
swimming than cramps and have been 
responsible for a great majority of case- 
for drowning. 

Of course, a cramp in the stomach 
would be dangerous, but it is rare. 
With an ordinary cramp in the arm or 
Jeg many swimmers become so terrified 
that they make no effort to save them- 
selves and sink before help can reach 
them. But Mr. BlcXally asserts that 
the majority of people who can swim 
who are drowned in the summer months 
at tho seaside resorts lose their lives 
not because they are attacked by cramps 
hurt: with a lit of apoplexy aud heart 
failure. A man with any affection of 
the heart is liable to instant death if 
he stops into cold water. 

One of tho greatest dangers to sea- 
side hathers, mid one of the things that 
bring on apoplexy, is the cooling off 
process. Many people leave their dres- 
sing rooms and then wait on the sand, 
saying they will not go in until they 
have got cooled off. If they arc really 
overheated they should aiot go into the 
water at ail. The only safe time to 
bathe is .who; the body is ordinarily 
•warm. Never go in to bathe unless 
your body is in a glow.

Physical Decadence Among Urban Toilers Due to Insufficient 
Feeding, Influence of Foul Air, Bieadied Sunlight, 
and Dirty Dwellings. 



XiIIAITINY there is evidence of 
:i striking kind that the people, of 
our large towns at any rate, are 
physically deteriornbng. Mr. 
Arnold White hud told us that of 11,000 
men Svhq volunteered :it Manchester for 
service in South Africa only 3,000 were 
accepted uh physically lit, and of these 
only 1,200 crime up to the standard of 
iwlint u soldier ought to be; nnd Colonel 
QBorrett, Uie inspector-general of recruit- 
ing, in his recently-published report inti- 
mates that of 75,750 men medically ex- 
amined last year as many us 2*-,28ti, or 
IW.O-t per cent, wore rejected for va- 
rious aQmente or want of physical devel- 
opment, addling tliat anion;,* the olns6 of 
men from which rocnits pre drawn de- 
terioration of the tit-Lh appears lo bo 
rapidly increasing. 

lAs of course only men with what is 
regarded as a reasonable prospect of 
'acceptance present themselves at re- 
cruiting stations, there must be nanoug 
the masses behind the dismal squad of the 
rejected huge battalions of patently dis- 
qualified men — mentally defective, de- 
formed, crippled, scrofulous, purblind, 
knock-kneed', flat-footed 1 , narrow-chest- 
ed — to whom no thought of soldiering 
ever occurs, The sum total of our physi- 
cal shortcomings must be a figure that 
it would be woeful to contemplate. But 
apart from statistics, any one who has! 
[watched the stream of men. boys and 
Jfirls issuing from a factory in the liiust 
ICnd o,f London or any large town in any 
country must recognize the fact that 
they are stunted and pale and weak- ! 
■looking when compared with our agri- 
cultural population. 

It. is among the toilers of our large; 
towns that physical decadence is going 
on. There is also yroing on a continuous 
increase of the population that is ex- 1 
(posed to degenerative influences, ami a 
continuous decrease of the country popu- I 
lution from which the towns draw their 
sound and robust reinforcements. Of 
the inhabitants of our city slums it is 
alleged that in the third generation they 
are either sterile or, at best, capable of 
giving birth to infirm or rickety off- 
spring, and in tliis connection it is lo be 
noted that whereas in ISTfi there were 
lx>rn in the United Kingdom 35 chil- 
itlren for each 1,000 population, the i 
births in 1900 were only I'D per 1,000. 1 
The decline in physical vigor of oa>-j 
unbnn (population must of course be at- j 
,trn>ttte(l to the conditions of town life' 
'generally, but of these there is, it seems 
■ to me, one predominantly influential, and j 
that is insufficient feeding during infan- 
cy and childhood. I do not by any means i 



overlook the deteriorating Influence of 
foul air. bleached sunlight, dirty dwel- 
lings, intemperance, infections diseases 
and chronic emotional 'depression; but 
still I maintain that it is the want of 
sullluieut nourishment during the growth 
period that is the principal eauso of tho 
dwarfing and enfeebleinent of our 
townspeople. 

AVo can scarcely be surprised to find 
degeneracy of offspring when we learn 
that large numbers of mothers of the 
poorer working classes are during nurs- 
ing confined to n diet consisting almost 
exclusively of bread,, dripping and tea. 
The children of the mothers of this 
poorest section (those of whom a con- 
siderable contingent may ibo seen every 
Monday morning seated with their little 
weekly bundles on the steps at the door 
of the pawnshop waiting for it to open) 
nro said to present a pathetic spectacle. 
They bear in their .puny bodies, sore 
eyes, filthy head-;, swollen glands and 
lame joints the unmistakable marks of 
privation and neglect; they are sent out 
into the world grievously handicapped, 
Through no fault of their own, these 
dirty atomies have been deprived of 
their germinal birthright, they have been 
subjected to sufferings thai

It is a lamentable fact that no subse- 
quent supply of nourishment, however 
liberal, will fully compensate for star- 
vation during infancy and childhood, 
'rime lost in growth can never be mado 
up. Thus it lias been found on train- 
ing ships to which pauper boys from 
metropolitan unions and parishes havo 
been sent that under the must generous 
treatment, nnd living singularly healthy 
lives, they always remain more or less 
stunted in development. The hoys sent 
to these ship--, arc selevted and are cer- 
tainly not of the worst and most de- 
praved pauper class, but while a mark- 
ed and mast encouraging improvement 
takes place in their bodily health, bear- 
ing and general intelligence, they retain 
in their low stature a record of the hard 
usage and poor feeding- of their early 
days. 

1 have dwelt on the feeding of chil- 
dren, because that is, T believe, tho 
paramount consideration in relation to 



their physical efficiency. "Whence shall 
wo buy bread that these may eat?" is, 
to my thinking, in its economical mid 
national aspects, the pressing question 
of tho hour, for enhanced physical elll- 
ciency is indispensable if we are to 
hold our own in the world. Tho United 
i States of America are becoming formid- 
able in their rivalry to us, not only he- 
cause of their spirit of enterprise, Xcr- 
I tilo ngenuity and boundless resources, 
hut because, as recent investigations 
I have proved, their Avorkers are better 
nourished than ours. Poor families in 
iPhilabelphia, Chicago and Xew York 
have a considerably better food supply 
than poor families in Liverpool, Man- 
chester and Glasgow, and adopting 
Atwiiter's standard it is found that 
laboring-class families in our large Eng- 
lish towns are seriously underfed, re- 
ceiving only an average of 2,0So calor- 
ies of fuel energy and 80 gruis. of pro- 
tein per man per day, tliusi showing a 
deficiency o£ 2:i per cent in the case of 
energy value and 20 per cent, in that of 
the protein. 

It is for my profession to supply in- 
formation as to the best and most eco- 
nomical foodstuffs, and as to the best 
balanced dietaries for the working class. 
On that subject 1 dare not enter here 
beyond pointing out the dangers of the 
faulty bread and ten meal, and the high 
value of porridge and milk. It has been 
calculated that an entire day's diet of 
tea, bread and butter on the one 
hand, and of porridge and milk on the 
other gives a balance in favor of the 
latter of 22 grins, of proteid, 32 grins, 
of fat, nnd 100 calories) at a cost of <l-5d. 
against 5-2d. for tho tea, bread and but- 
ter diet, n saving of .7 of the Id., or 
nearly %d. a day. Unhappily, porridge 
and milk have lost their former firm 
hold on Scotland as its standing dish, 
bill they seem to have commended 
themselves, at least as an addition to 
breakfast, to the well-to-do classes south 
of the Tweed, and perhaps the working 
classes in England may be brought to 
recognize their advantage as well as 
those of lentils, beans, peas and bacon, 
also highly nutritious and cheap foods, 

Bui while insisting on the cardinal im- 
portance of feeding in relation to physi- 
cal development, 1 would not, of course, 
ignore its other conditions, though it is 
not in my province to enlarge on them 
now. Wholesome dwellings, fresh air, 
pure water, exercise anil repose, are tt>l 
requisites of good growth, and the want 
of any one of them is conducive to physi- 
cal degeneracy, which I have no doubt 
ant'hropomot ric observations could dem- 
onstrate. Unsanitary surroundings and 
overcrowding are jrroliliii causes of dis- 
ease in infancy and childhood, and ac- 
countable in all the poorer areas of our 
large towns for a terrible waste of young 
life, and also for much retardation of 
growth anil many 'bodily and mental 
infirmities. Infants and children rarely 
pass altogether scatheless through a dis- 
ease, though the vestiges it leaves behind 
it may not be very conspicuous. With 
reference to the exanthemata (measles, 
etc.), wo often hear parents congratu- 
late themselves that their children have 
got over them, but the truth is that 
children are always better without them 
and that in many instances they blem- 
ish the life which they do not destroy. 
To ward off, restrict and abolish them 
altogether is the ultimate aim of pre- 
ventive medicine.— New York Journal. 



A "WEE" HONEYMOON 




to soak for one hour. Then heat 
gradually over boiling water, stirring 
occasionally until the gum is quite dis- 
solved; strain through a fine strainer. 
Now add eight ounces of icing sugar 
and one half pound of strained honey, 
and continue to stir over tho lire until 
while and still", which will take some 
little time. Remove from tho lire, 
flavor with a teaspoonfnl of vanilla or 
oronge-Uower water, beat well for a few 
minutes, then pour tho mixture on tho 
well-beaten whites of four eggs, beating 
as you pour. Then add one half pound 
of lilaiichcd and chopped sweet almonds, 
six bitter almonds, two ounces of Eng- 
lish walnuts, ami two ounces id' glace 
cherries cut into not too lino pieces. 
Plnco a layer of rice paper — such as is 
used by confectioners for macaroons— on 
the bottom of a shallow, square tin, and 
pour in tin? nougat to a depth of about 
half an inch. Cover the top with 
another piece of rice paper, and spread 
over that a sheet of clean white paper. 
On this place a piece of .smooth hoard, 
with a heavy flat-iron on top, or a 
smaller sized tin, heavily weighted, may 
be used in place of the board. When 
cold, remove the weight and the piece of 
white paper, and with a very sharp 
knife cut the nougat into cubes. 

There are various ways of stuffing 
dates. One is to remove' the stono and 
insert: a nut, or some chopped nuts, in 
place of it. Another is to replace tho 
stone by a roll of fondant.

Home-Made Candy 



There are several excellent reasons 
why every housewife who has time to do 
so should' study the art of making candy. 
The variety is often greater than can be 
procured in the stores, while the quality 
and purity of tho candy are beyond ques- 
tion. 

When once the intricacies of boiling 
sugar for fondants, the method of (lip- 
ping chocolate, and the power of judging 
when caramels and other candies of a, 
like nature have been cooked to the 
right point nro mastered, the road is open 
for the production of many toothsome 
dainties to suit one's own particular 
tastes and the requirements of the occa- 
sion. These accomplishments are, after 
all, largely a matter of experience 

One advantage of home-made candies 
is the variety obtainable at a moderate 
cost, for the number of flavorings, in- 
gredients and combinations available is 
practically almost without end. In nut 
candy, for instance, which is always 
popular, it is possible to attain wonder- 
ful variety from the same recipes by 
utilizing the less common kinds. Crystal- 
•zed fruits also permit of a wido range 
of choice; while fresh fruits, coated in 
fondant, form ono of tho most successful 
after-dinner dainties it is possiblo to 
make. 

Fruits in fondant constitute one of

the most delicious hotne-iuado candies 
you can devise. For this purpose cher- 
ries, grapes raspberries ami other small 
fruits may be used, the method being 
practically the same In each ease. 
Have ready some fondant, slightly melt 
n small lump of this in a tiny basin, by 
standing the basin in another one of hot 
water. If cherries or grapes are to be 
coated, clip the stem to within about 
half an inch of the fruit, but do not 
detach it entirely. Then dip each grape 
in the barely melted fondant until it is 
well coated, nnd set it aside on wax- 
paper to harden. The fruit may then bo 
placed in the tiny paper cases to be 
bought for the purpose, or they may bo 
served on lace-edged paper in silver 
bonbonuieres. 

Pecan creams make a very good 
candy. They are made exactly the sumo 
way as the walnut creams, which are 
always so popular with the amateur 
candy-maker. First crack the nuts, tak- 
ing care not to break the kernels; havo 
ready some fondant, either tho cooked 
or uncooked variety unswering for the 
purpose; form it into little balls some- 
what smaller than a whole nut, nnd on 
each side press a half pecan. Place 
each one as finished on wax-papor, and 
set aside for an hour or two to harden. 
It is not an easy matter to extract tho 
pecan nuts without breaking thorn, so 
there is usually left over a goodly quan- 
tity of broken pieces. These may be 
used for Mexican caramels, one of the 
most successful of home-made candies. 
To make the caramels, put into nn 
enameled saucepan one pound of soft, 
dnrk-brown Ilarbadoes sugar; cover this 
with just sufficient water to moisten the 
whole; add one ounce of butter nnd 
tillow the mixture to boil until, on drop- 
ping n small portion into water, it will 
form into a firm ball. Havo in readiness 
about two tahlespoonsftil of whipped 
cream, and at this stage pour it into 
the boiling mixture. Finally add four 
ounces, or more if wished, of broken 
pecan nuts, or walnuts, as may bo most 
convenient. Remove from the lira and 
beat steadily until you perceive that the 
mixture is beginning to thicken; then 
pour it into a shallow buttered tin to a 
depth of half an inch. When firm 
enough, mark into neat squares, which 
may bo broken apart when quito cold. 
If wished, each piece may bo wrapped in 
wax-paper, but this- is not necessary. 

To make Neapolitan nougat,' cover 
two ounces of line gum arable with 
eight tablespoons of water, and allow it

The Multitude of By- Products Which Modern Science Ex- 
tracts from It— A Food for Man and Beast and a 
Staple in Manufacturing Processes. 



Although health foods lor humanity 
are much more widely advertised, 
thcro arc also what might be called, 
without any great stretch of the 
imagination, health foods for animals. 
Some of the most important are by- 
products in the series of chemical opera- 
tions that is constantly turning millions 
of kernels of corn into starch and glucose 
—the first (product serving humanity, to 
the tune of many thousand tons yearly, 
in the preparation of its cotton goods; 
and the second eventually reaching the 
human stomach, in even larger quanti- 
ties, through the pleasant medium of 
confectionery or soda water. An ordin- 
ary ear of corn contains many industrial 
possibilities — even including corn-cob 
pipes and vulcanized rubber mats for 
libraries and public buildings— many of 
which have been developed only during 
the last two decades. On their commer- 
cial side the total value of these products 
lias been recently illustrated by the for- 
mation of n highly capitalized (combina- 
tion of th'» corn product interests, while, 
on the theoretical side, the subject forms 
an important field of study in theoretical 
laboratories, as, for example, in the 
starch and sugar laboratories of the 
Massachusetts Institute ot" Technology, 
where it was first made a matter o£ 
student investigation. 

Important as are the by-products ob- 
tained from corn, the ultimate products 
of the corn kernel, utarch and glucose, 
are by far the most important. Glucose, 
a thick, colorless syrup, is indeed very 
generally known, and has a very ill- 
deserved popular reputation as an adul- 
terant As a matter of fact it is not, 
broadly speaking, an adulterant at all, 
but a valuable commercial agent which 
accomplishes certain ends in candy- 
making and in the preparation of soda 
fountain syrups, without being in the 
least injurious. Vast quantities of it! 
are used yearly in making confectionery, 
preserves and fruit syrups, partly be- 
cause it is more economical than ordinary 
sugar, but quite as much because it is 
better adapted to the. purpose. As a 
foundation material, it takes any flavor 
successfully; but, unlike sugar, it does 
not crystalize out afterward, and tho 
confectionery will therefore keep longer 
in its original condition. 'Die objection 
most commonly brought against glucose— 
that a mineral acid is used in producing 
it—is altogether irrational. The actual 
amount of acid is not more than one 
pound in a thousand, and even this small 
amount must be quite neutralized, and 
so got rid of, by tho very process of 
refining, before the glucose has reached 
the stage of perfection that makes* it a 
marketable commodity. 

An ordinary kernel of corn, as it comes 
to tho laboratory, contains a germ, or 
embryo plant, surrounded by a mass of 
cells containing albuminous matter and 
separate grains of starch. These ele- 
ments, which practically nourish tho 
little plant germ somewhat as a chicken 
is nourished in an egg, are really the 
elements of a perfect food, proteiue — of 
which the white of an egg is a familiar 
example, containing sugar, starch and 
fats. Their presence is what gives tho 
kernel of corn so many commercial pos- 



sibilities. And without going into the 
I technicalities of production— steep tubs, 
rolls, shakers, filter presses, starch runs, 
or what not — the gradual evolution of 
these different products is an interesting 
example of the power of modern chemi- 
cal mechanism to extract a long list of 
unexpected utilities out of a single 
natural substance. Sun, wind, rain, air 
and soil store tip these various utilities, 
and modern humanity is always making 
new, quicker and better ways of extract- 
ing and applying them. 

When the kernel of corn begins going 
through its transforming processes, one 
of the first results is a separation of tho 
genu. The germs, separated and ground, 
are reduced to a pasty mass, which is 
subjected to pressure and so divided into 
a (dear, yellowish oil on the one hand, 
and dry, compact cakes on the other. 
The oil is used in the manufacture of 
soaps or is vulcanized, mixed with bits 
of cork, and so transformed into rubber 
mats or bicycle handles. The dry cakes 
are largely exported as cattle feed, the 
amount of proteine which they contain 
making them both healthful and nutri- 
tious. What is left after the germ of 
the corn has been extracted continues on 
its way to the tinnl and vastly more im- 
portant products, starch and glucose. 

lint before the corn becomes starch, 
two other by-products are produced, the 
first lieing corn bran, or "wet feed," as 
it is called in factory practice, and the 
second gluten meal. Iloth of theso pro- 
ducts are cattle foods, the gluten being 
particularly rich in albuminous sub- 
stances and used, for example, for mix- 
ing with the regular food of a dairy 
farm in order to improve the quantity 
and Quality ot the milk. Gluten, indeed, 
which in the dried form becomes gluten 
meal and so goes to the cows, is derived 
from the corn during the extraction of 
the standi that goes to the big textile 
mills and there plays an important part 
in the weaving and dyeing of cotton 
fabrics, or else to the confectioner's, 
where thousands of tons are used yearly 
as moulds in which to cast the candy 
animals that we see so commonly at 
Christmas. The grape sugar, so called, 
which goes to the distilleries and be- 
comes an important factor ia the brewing 
industry, and the concentrated, liquid 
glucose that goes to the confectioners' 
and becomes an item in the manufacture 
ot" confectionery, syrups and jellies, are 
both derived from starch by an elaborate 
chemical and refining treatment. 

All these products are made by 
chemical reactions first carefully studied 
on a small scale in such theoretical 
laboratories as that of tho Institute, and 
then applied on a large one in big manu- 
facturing plants. Grape sugar, so called 
from its general resemblance to the sugar 
sometimes found on tho exterior of dried 
grapes, is an ideal fermenting sugar, and 
is therefore much used i» the manufac- 
ture of sparkling ales, the gases which 
it gives off (hiring fermentation pro- 
ducing the necessary sparkle better than 
any other agency. And corn is also 
largely used in the production of malt 
food and liquors, which owe their valu- 
able properties to maltose, or malt 
sugar, derived by chemical transforma- 
tions from the starch in grains.

MENTAL CONNECTION Of TWINS 

Ilcmarkablo Coincidence of Actions of 
Two Sisters Widely Separated. 

A curious case has been reported from 
France in which twin sisters, living far 
apart, developed at the same time the 
same unreasoning fear, namely, a repug- 
nance toward drinking from glass ves- 
sels. Advocates of telepathy will prob- 
ably make use of this theory in explain- 
ing' the case, but probably, if not a mere 
coincidence, it may be regarded as duo 
to an undeveloped tendency present in 
both sisters and coming to the surface in 
each at about the same time. The case, 
which was reported to tho French Bio- 
logical Society by M. Charles Fere, is 
thus summarized in the Medical Record 
(February 7): 

"Tho twins, females, were of a neuro- 
pathic family on the mother's side. They 
resembled each other singularly closely, 
even to an almost exactly duplicated 
birthmark; also physiologically and 
psychologically (voice articulation, ex- 
pression, walk, nttitudo, holding of pen 
or needlo; certain repugnances and 
preferences, such as a marked taste for 
salt, and repugnance, to the point of 
vomiting, for butter; sympathies and 
antipathies for persons and animals, and 
appreciations of colors and odors). Tho 
mother dying a few days after their 
birth, each of tho twins was taken by 
an aunt, roared by a separate nurse, and 
brought np differently, along with Its 
cousins, male nnd female. Tip to six 
years of age they saw each other often. 
Then one aunt removed from the country 
and thenceforth their communication 
was limited to a few words added to tho 
letters of the aunts." 

At 13 year.) of age one of the twins 
was frightened by a carriage passing 
rapidly near her. No further immediate 
results appeared, but soon afterward the 
following took place: 

"At supper, on wishing to drink, she 
put down her glass suddenly, with fright, 
saying thore must ho fragments from 
tho rim of the glass; this rim could 
wound her: there must he fragments 
fallen to the bottom of the glass. Tt 
seemed impossible for her to use thlp 
glass, and a silver cup was given her 
instead. Little by little she came to 
examine the bottle, fearing that thero 
wore frnrments of class which had fallen 
to the bottom and had not been emptied, 
nnd she would drink onlv when the glass 
bottle was nearly full. When this singu- 
larity was reported to the family where 
the other twin lived, attention was direct- 
ed to a Rfnenlarity which bad existed 
sever" 1 weeks in h»r; she did not emnty 
her L-lnss completely, but threw out whnt 
rfmrdncd at the bottom before refilling 
if. Onesfioninnr wax ivoided. nnd t]iinsrs 
remained iinolinnceu' for a fortnight, but.

ONCE PAUPER, NOW 

IN PARLIAMENT 



One of the political surprises in London 
was tho election of William Crooks, a 
poor cooper and formally an inmate of the 
pcorhouse, to the seat In parliament va- 
cated by Lord Charles Bresford, who had 
to leave to take command of the Channel 
Squadron. -Mr. Crooks was elected from 
the WoolwKIi Division of London by a 
majority of 3,229 votes. lie was the can- 
didate of '.he Labor parly. He defeated 
Geoffrey Drage, tflle Unionist candidate. 

Mr. Crook's victory is largely due to 
Ids powerful personality, for his opponents 
po'l'-od Wielr usual vote. This fact Is 
proved by the number of votes cast. In 
all previous elections the total vote of 
Woolwich has never exceeded 10.500. but 
but the returns on Tuesday showed that 
14,000 votes had been east. This means 
that ;i,500 persons who had heretofore 
been too indifferent to vote had como out 
for the popular Labor candidate. In the 
campaign Mr. Crooks made many speeches 
and he has a stylo of oratory that appeals 
to the masses. Lie put his platform so 
clearly before his constituents nnd so 
eloquently pleaded that his principles bo 
given a chance that ho Invariably carried 
h:s audiences with him. 

Ills platform briefly was as follows: 
Direct employment, trade union rates, 
temperance, housing of tin? poor, enfranch- 
isement of women, religious freedom, equal 
opportunities for the children, improve- 
ments of the port of London, a Minister 
of Industry with n seat la the Cabinet, 
and useful organized work for the unem- 
ployed. 

Irony and humor were potent factors 
In Mr. Crook's speeches. lie referred to 
Mr. Dmi'o nsi " nutsoclullzlng the [socia- 
lists," and speaking of him as a student 
of lahor problems, cried out: "Yes, he 
Bits In a drawing-room thinking over 
ttcro." 

Mr. Crook.s had pamphlets telling of ids 
life circulated previous to speaking. These 
prniplets gave some of his strenuous ex- 
periences, he was described as a "servant

At the 
ag>> of fourteen ho was apprenticed to a 
cooper. lie did not think lie had suf- 
ficient Independence, threw up his Job and 
and tramped from London to Liverpool, 
in search of work. Even at that time 
when be was hi tho greatest poverty, he I 
worked luird to help the dock workers 
win their great strike. Ho found work 
at his old trade and earned a good living 
at It. 

Mr. Crook's big majority wa.s some, 
tiling of a surpriso to the Labor party 
Itself. It did not realize Its own strength. 
Many of the conservative papers In Londoai 
speak with apprehension of the growing 
power of the labor voto as exemplified 
In Mr Crooks' overwhelming victory. His 
success In winning over the recent dis- 
missed Woolwien Arsenal workmen is re- 
garded ns a great personal triumph, no 
urged that It was the duty of tho govern- 
ment to keep the arsenal workmen em- 
ployed continually. 

It is Interesting to note that Mr. Crooks 
Is now chairman of the Poplar Board of 
Ouardlnns, tho same body whldh sent him 
to the poorhouse years ago.

From Forest and Stream. 

Just now it may lie truly said that 
any conscientious mother in New York 
would find it worth her while to take a 
peep into the nursery of the Bronx 'Aoo. 
There are things there which she could 
learn. High up on her wooden bar : 
-Madame Susie, the baboon mother, with 
her arms clasped about her baby and 
the mother light shining in her eyes. If 
yc u stand before her cage long enough, 
you are impressed with the belief that 
any man who denies that his forefather 
were monkeys would find it difficult to 
make the same denial regarding his fore 
mothers. Susie's face is an open book. 
In it is written every emotion from pride 
to tenderness which a young mother 
feels, or ought to feel. Because she 
became a mother, Susie was never con- 
sidered a particularly clever baboon. She 
swung all day from her perch and flirted 
with Rubber, the long-armed baboon who 
is the happy father of Kaiser YVilhclm, 
her baby. Hut Susie is, so .Mr. Ilorna- 
day declares, the best mother the Zoo 
has ever known. Her care of her baby 
has' delighted the scientists. Bike those 
stupid girls who do not shine in publio 
places, she has turned out to be a perfect 
goddess of the domestic hearth. She 
neither pampers Kaiser Wilhelni, nor 
does she neglect him for a moment. 
When I saw her she was sitting on her 
high perch looking like a Madonna, with 
Kaiser Wilhelni enfolded in her two 
enormously long arms and tugging at her 
breast. When he got a bit obstreperous, 
she gave him a dainty little box ou tho 
ears, and then smoothed his head anx- 
iously, io make sure she hadn't hurt it.

" It is not often," said Mr. Hornaday,

mother either neglects her little ones 
entirely or kills them with over-attention. 
This is our greatest (trouble, Scienco 
will do it great deal toward raising tho 
young, but a pound of science will not 
take, the place of an ounce of mother 
instinct. We had a red fox here last 
year who gave birth to a fine healthy 
little brood. She was the most over- 
anxious mother we have ever had. Sho 
never left her babies for an instant, and 
there were times when she would get 
into a nervous frenzy and would pick up 
one of the tiny cubs and walk about the 
cage for hours, with it hanging from her 
mouth. At length they died, one by one. 
It was impossible to raise them, with so 
much overdone kindness." 
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
